A. [ [85 L yet is falfly made faire to the eye, to deceiue and abuſe the burer and wearer thereof ; And 
ee > 2 Fs, whereas alſo Wee haue taken knowledge that an Acte of Common Counccll hath lately 

— ——————— paſſed fo2 refoꝛmation of ſuch kind of deceitfull Dying of Silke within our City of Lon- 
don andthe Liberties thereof; And that the careſull putting the laid Acte in execution hath already wꝛought ſome good 
cffoct within the ſaid City and the Liberties thereof, foꝛ the aboliſhing of the ſaid fraud and deceit : And wheras alſo we are 
in oꝛmed, that great quantities of the ſaid coꝛrupt dred Silke is not onely daily bzought into this Kingdome from fozraine 
paris, but alio the ſame is couertly Dyed, and ſold in many places of this RKealme, whereby Wee doe perceiue and fozeſce, 
that if there be not pꝛeſent reſtraint, and that a publike iIcfozmation thereof be not executed in all parts of the Kcalme, 
Our louing Subiects will bee ſtul abuſed and deceiued; notwithſtanding any good oꝛder that can be taken within Our 
faid Citie of London fo2 refozmatton thereof: Whercke e Mee hauing with the aduiſe of Our Councellconceiued that if 
is beryrequiſite to pꝛohibite and ſuppzcfle the Dying a ſelling of ſuch coꝛrupt dyed Silke in all places of this our Kealme, 
and to giue Oꝛder that no perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer,ſhall hereafter bzing into this Kingdome from foꝛraine parts, any 
ſuch deccitfull heauy dyed Sillie ; haue thought fit to (ignifie Our pleaſure to Our louing Subiects by Our Pꝛoclamatt⸗ 
on in that behalfe : milling, and ſtraightly charging #3 commanding all and all maner of perſons whatſocucr,aſwell Our 
naturall bozne Subiects, as Denizens oz Strangers, that none of them, noz any other perſon oz perſons whatſocuer, 
doe at any time 02 times hereafter attempt, oꝛ pꝛeſume to bꝛing oz cauſe to be b:ought into this our Realme, oꝛ Dye oꝛ 
cauſe to be Dyed in any parts thereof, oz ſell oz put toſale, oꝛ cauſe to be ſold oꝛ to be put to ſale, any Silke dyed with that 
coꝛrupt matter oꝛ Stulle called Slipp<,0z any other matter 02 ſtuſte, which cauſeth any increaſe of weight in the ſaid Silke,. 
moꝛe then of neceſſitie is required foꝛ the colour thereof, vpon paine of fozfeiture of all and euery quantitie and quantities 
of Silke ſo cozrupted, Dped, oꝛ ſo bꝛought oꝛ cauſed to be bzought into this Our Realme. 02 ſold oꝛ put to ſale, oz cauſed to 
be ſold oz put to ſale contrary to this Our pꝛeſent Commandement ; And alſo vpon paine of confiſcation of the ſaid Silke 
to be burnt, and of Our high indignation and diſpleaſure, and ot ſuch further paines, penaltics and puniſhments, as fox 
the contempt ol Our Commandement Royall in this behalfe may any wap be inflicted vpon them oꝛ any cf them ſo offen 
ding. And we alſo ftraightly charge and command all and ſinguler Juſtices of peace, Waxozs, Sheriffes, Bapliffes, 
Conſtables, Headboꝛoughs, and all other our Officers and Subiects whatſoeuer,that they doe at all times hercafter care 
fully and diligently ſee and take oꝛder, that this Our oꝛdinance and Royall Commandement hereby ſignified and expꝛt ſſed 
be in all points duely perſoꝛmed, and that as often as infoꝛmation all bee bꝛought to them of any S.lke of that kinde ſc 
falſified in the weight, either bꝛought into this Kingdome oz Dyed here, That they doe ſeize the ſame, and aduertiſe Ou 
Councell of the quantitie and the parties faultie, that oꝛder map be taken foz the puniſhing of them, and deſlroying of thy 
cozrupt Stuffe,
